| MARTENS IS NEW ENEMY.

Law Expert, Disgruntled at Ports- 
mouth, Joins War Party; 
May Influence Czar to 
: agora Envoy. 


“New York, Sept. 11. Miron |The Rus- 
sian mission will sail for home tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. It will be given an enthusiastic send- 
off. It is wondering what kind of a reception 
will be accorded to it when it shall arrive in 
Russia. = 

The members do not conceal their appre- 
hension that the emperor and the war party 
will shoulder upon M. de Witte the réespon- 
sibility for -making peace “ harmful to the 
dignity and ‘honor of Russia.” 

Sinee the agreement was reached at Ports- 
mouth, M.' de Witte has received only one 
cablegram from the emperor'in regard to his 
conduct of the negotiations; and that was 
couched in language showing that the agree- 
ment was not satisfactory to his majesty, al- 
though he was compelled to approve of it. 

It had been expected by the enthusiasts 
at Portamouth when M. de Witte’s achieve- 
ment appeated so large to the members of his 
suite that he was bound to be rewarded by 
the ezar. The chief Russian plenipotentiary 
does not expect a reward. Nor does any 
member of his suite. On the other hand, they 
fear they will be criticised sharply. 


Only Ask to Be Let Alone. 


“Tf they only treat us decently and let us 
stay in St. Petersburg,’’ said one of the 
members of the mission today, *‘ we will not 
complain. ‘The treaty is unpopular. They 
think we have done shamefully, whatever 
may be thought elsewhere. In time, we may 
be commended; not now.” 

Furthér inquiries developed the existence of 
a condition of affairs ih the mission itself 
which was not thought to be the case at 
Portsmouth. Prof. Martens, the well known 
Russian international expert, and M. Chip- 
off, who is connected with the finance min- 
istry, staid away from the Portsmouth navy 
yard in ordér not to be present at the signing 
of the treaty. : 

Martens: was disgruntled all the way 
through the negotiations. He was not ad- 
mitted to the conferences and laid the blame 
for his exclusion upon’M. de Witte and Baron 
Roseh. He would not accept the explanation 
of the Russian envoys that the Japanese 
positively refused to admit him. 


Disgruntled Throughout Negotiations. 

He had been a participator in forty confer- 
ences, He believed there was no one more 
entitled or abler than himeelf to direct the 
negotiations. M. de Witte explained to him 
that the had made the proposal, but it had 


been rejected. 
Prof. Martens believed that M. de Witte 


had affered the suggestion in a way to make | 


the Japanese envoys understand that he 
would prefer to have those present at the 
conference {limited to the pleripotentiaries 
and their secretaries. He tnsisted that he 
would not have come to the United States 

had he known he was to be treated in any 
such manner. What idea did the plenipoten- 
tiaries have of international law? 

He wandered moodily around the grounds 

at Portsmouth and, took little part in the 
deliberations until after the agreement was 
reached, when he worked with Mr. Denison 
of the Japanese foreign office to perfect the 
treaty of peace. 

Chipoff Also Disapproved. 

M. Chipoff did not approve of the treaty. 
He helieved that Russia need not make 
peace; that she should fight on until she 
had gained_a stupendous victory. He was 
satisfied that Japanese finances would not 


war for any great length of time. 

M. Chipoff is, moreover, an ambitious man, 
and he did not care to associate himself 
with ah unpopular peace treaty; Soa couple 
of days before the treaty was signed he left 
to visit Niagara Falls.

Summoned through the quick wit of a 
woman who had witnessed a daylight holdup 
in the store of O. H. Greeley, 1454 West Lake 
street, yesterday afternoon, policemen and 
residents of the district pursued two robbers 
through half a dozen streets and alleys of 
the territory. The chase culminated in a 
revolver battle at the entrance of the Cen- 
tral Park Presbyterian church, Washington 
boulevard and Sacramento avenue, and the 
capture of one of the desperadoes, 

Patrol wagons, bicyclists, coupé and wagon 
@rivers, and a score of residents and police- 
Men, joined tn the hunt-and guarded all exits 
through which it was thought possible the 
mén might escape. Many ‘business men, 
armed with revolvers and other weapons, 
who had suffered throtigh recent robberies 
in the vicinity, displayed eagerness to sight 
the fleeing men, with evident desire to visit 
immediate punishment on the fugitives. 


; Robbers Take $28. 

‘Lhe robbery, in which $28 was secured, oc- 
curned shortly before 1 o’clock while W. 
Huggins, a clerk’ in the store, Was alone 
in: the place. The store ig a grocery and 
meat market occupying two buildings, and 
Huggins was behind a counter in the former 
when two men entered. One ran at once to 
a cash register in the market and threw 
the drawer open. As Huggins advanced to- 
ward him his companion displayed a revol- 
ver and the clerk retreated. 

The contents of the drawer was placed in 
the man’s pocket, and he had started to- 
ward the second register when Mrs. P. G. 
Fash, 865 Park avenue, appeared in the door- 
way. The situation was grasped by the 
woman, who ran toward the home of her 
husband a half block distant. Calling to 
her husband of the holdup she hurried to 
a telephone and hotified the police of the

With a wagon load of policemen the patrol] 
wagon was hurried to the scene, the police- 
men scattering about the vicinity in an at- 
tempt to head off the thieves, who had fled 
when the saw Mfrs.

Richest Man in the World 
Tells How to Win the 
Confidence of Men 
in Business. 


LEAF FROM OWN CAREER. 


Oil King, in First Publie Inter- 
view in Years, Explains 
His Apparent Ex- 
clusiveness.

I belleve I 
have both of these qualities, and I also be- 
lieve they are the secrets of my success.” 

So spoke the richest man in the world, John. 
D. Rockefeller, in an. unusual interview today 
—unusual, because Mr. Rockefeller has de- 
nied himseif to the public and to reporters for 
many years. 

For years he has almost sequestrated him- 
self in his ** fortress " at Forest Hill, through 
whose gates no outsider has been permitted 
to enter. 

Breaks Down His Reserve. 


Today, however, he broke down his rule 
of reserve and talked freely to a reporter 
on a variety of subjects. After making the 
remark already quoted, he continued: 

“I learned to cultivate the qualities of 


of age. My first real test was when I was 
making out bills of lading for the canal and 
lake boats here in Cleveland. Theré was 
much to try one’s patience there, and the 
first opportunity in my Hfe to take a wrong 
course, to repel rather than compel confi- 
dence from my associates and employers. 

“Often a captain would want me to.put 
down the wrong figures. He would assure 
me it would never be known, that it wae 
the customary way of doing things, and 
that it was the right thing for metodo, I 
reasoned with him: ‘ If this and this is so— 
then so and so is right.’ I insisted upon 
what I thought was right, but had patience 
with aH. who opposed me. 

‘** Soon my employers noticed my methods 
of doing business. Other employers knew 
that I wanted to dotheright thing. Bank- 
ers came to have confidence in me, and then 
my success followed, step by step.” 


Chances for a Young Man. 

“What are a young man’s chances today?” 
Mr. Rockefeller was asked. 

‘* Far better today in Cleveland than when 
I was a boy here. In those days this smal! 
city and the industries that flourish here 
today were unheard of then. There were 
limited opportunities for a young man who 
wanted to make a substantial figure in life. 
But soon afterwards Mr. Chisholm began to 
develop the iron and steel industry here. 
We went into the oil business. Others 
branched out along different lines—all were 
successful, and today every young man of 
Cleveland derives a great benefit from those 
early enterprises. The city grew up around 
them, and it seems to be only a matter of 
choice with the young man himself today. 
The city is full of opportunities.” 


Explains His Exclusiveness. 


Referring to the fact that he is popularly 
regarded as holding himself aloof from other 
men, the oll king said: 


“That is something I cannot and never /- 


could understand.’’ 

Then, after a moment, he added: 

“Time will straighten out many of these 
things. In regard to what is called my se- 
clusion, it has been imperative that I deny 
myself associations with people [I naturally | 
enjoy. Nevertheless, I have been much with 
people—in fact, almost every day groups 
of them come to see me, and it isa bright spot 
in the lives of all of us ag we drive or walk 
about the grounds. I never have beena club 
man, and have not frequented places where 
people generally go for company, but I re- 
ceive my friends during the hours of my 
recreation, many of them from my home 
ehureh 

Likes Cold Winter Weather. 

Again the conversation drifted to the 
weather. Mr. Rockefeller said, as he looked 
out of the window at the drizzling rain and 
autumn gloom: 

“TY never regret the coming fall, although 
it marks the close of the outdoor season, 
and I have found outdoor exercise wonder- 
fully beneficial.”

Convicted on One Charge. 


On the charge on which Mersch was con- 
victed the finding of the commission was as 
follows:

Mersch while riding at night with Chief of Police 
Frost did, in reply to an inquiry of the chief re- 
garding the character of a place they were passing, 
make the following statement: ‘‘O, that is Joe 
Black’s place; his place is all right; he keeps a 
boarding house and his boarders drink their beer 
at their meais.”’ This with intent to deceive the 
chief of police regarding the true character of the 
place. The commission finds that the same is sus- 
tained by the évidence. 

After reviewing each of the other charges 
of incompetency, neglect of duty, and failure 
to enforce the city ordinances, the commis- 
sioners held that the charges were not sup- 
ported by the evidence. The same conclusion 
was reached with regard to the additiona! 
charge brought against Capt. Mersch on Sept. 
9, of insubordination In filing a demurrer. 


Evanston Stirred by Decision. 


After the decision became known the 
residences of the two commissioners who 
gave the decision, Martin M. Gridley and 
C. H. Cowper, were besieged with visitors 
until late in the evening. Cowper had lef: 
Evanston and Gridley refused to discuss the 
question further than to say that the finding 
was based on the evidence presented. He 
denied emphatically that the decision had 
been one of expediency, which was charged 
by several persons. 

Mayor John T. Barker, who in a recent 
message to the city council commended 
Mersch and spoke of him as a “ brave and 
efficient officer;” also retused to discuss the 
decision. 


Mersch Will Appeal to Court. 


Capt. Mersc.. said he would appeal to the 
Circuit court for a writ of certiorari and 
would try his case before that tribunal.

FIRE ESCAPES AID BURGLARS IN 
ENTERING HOUSES. 


Police Baffled by Fact That Marauders 
Usually Climb tm Alleyways to 
Open Windows of Residences—Chiet 
Collins Suggests That Persons 
Leaving the City Notify Him’ of 

Their Departure so Their Dwellings 
Can Be Watched More Carefully. 


With the enforcement of the ordinance 
which requires improved fire escapes on all 
apartment houses of four or more stories, the 
police have discovered that the lives of the 
occupants of the buildings have secured thie 
added protection against fire only at the ex- 
pense of placing their Broperty at the mercy 
of burglars. 

Police records at the city hall show an in- 
crease of burglaries of at least 10 per cent 
in the last six months,:. with, no increase in 
arrests Reports of thefts committed weeks 
ago are made to the police daily by persons 
returning to the city from vacations. The 
police are now searching for'a man whois 
known to have committed at least eighteen 
burglaries in one neighborhood on the north 
side. 

In August 138 burglaries wére resiorted to 
the police. At least 20 per cent of these were 
in the residence districts and in downtown 
hotels having the convenient fire escapes. 


Clew to Hotel Stabbing, 


Detective Repetto of the Auditorium hotel 
believes Fred Hunter, colored,’ who was ar- 
rested in Chicago several days ago and taken 
o Milwaukee on charges of murdering Paul 
Langer and robbing the residence of .C. M. 
Bower in Milwaukee, is the negro’ who 
climbed a fire escape and entered the room of 
James Horsburgh Jr. in the Auditorium An- 
nex July 10. Horsburgh was attacked in his 
suite and stabbed by a negro, who escaped 
before aid arrived. In the room later was 
found a revolver, which Detective Repetto 
says he has learned was provided by a colored 
woman, whence suspicion was directed to 
Hunter. Hunter left Chicago before suffi- 
cient evidence was found to warrant <his 
arrest. 

“The ease with which maratders may en- 
ter a house by way of-a wide iron stairway, 
often leading to @ rear alley, makes it child’s 
play to rob flat buildings,’ said Sergeant De 
Long, who handles the records of such cases 
at the city hail: ‘All that is necessary is 
for a thief to learn that a family has left 
Chicago fora vacation and he may thus enter 
the aouse and search it at leisure.’’ 


New York Method Is Favored. 

Chief of Police Collins was of the opinion 
that a law should be passed making it com- 
pulsory for occupants of houses to neport 
their movements to the police, as'is done 
in Germany. e 

“Tf a thief climbs to the roof by means 
of & fire escape and enters the house by 
means of the scuttle, how is a policeman 
traveling his beat Im the street below to 
know that he ig in the house?’’ said Chief 
Collins. “If it was known that the buiki- 
ing was unoccupied for a tirme the police 
would watch for any suspicious activity 
within.’’ 

In New York the janitors report the com- 
ings and goings of tenants of the apartment 
houses and it has been suggested that this 
means of guarding against unwelcome ten- 
ants be adopted here. 

“The plan looks feasible,” said Chief Col- 
lins. “as all that Would be necessary! would 
be for the janitor of a flat or apartment build-

Serious Charge Against Negro. 

Five little girls, accompanied by their 
parents, appeared before the grand jury in 
the afternoon and preferred a serious charge 
against Joseph Cris, the negro janitor of a 
large apartment building at Forty-fifth street 
and Grand boulevard. According to the 
testimony of the children, which was sup- 
ported by that of detectives from the Fiftieth - 
street station, Cris enticed the little girls, 
all of whom are the children of well to do 
people, into a basement and mistreated them. 
The case was aggravated by the circum- 
stance that the children and their parents 
had trusted the janitor, whom they familiar- 
ly spoke of as “‘ Joe." The affair occurred 
Aug. 24, and the présent whereabouts of the 
negro is not known, but the police believe 
they can find him.

Realty Bought In by Copper Man’s 
Care Taker Despite Cry of “Farce” 
by Unsuccessful Riddpr. |

Thomas W. Lawson property in “Back Bay. 
excepting one house, was sold for unpaid 
taxes today to Edward MacMulkin, who has 
had charge of the grounds during the time 
the Lawsons have been away at their summer 
residencé, 

Mr. Lawson kept his word not to spoil the 
auction. There was another bidder, Francis 
W. Kittredge, a lawyer, and when the prop- 
erty was knocked down to MacMulkin Kitt- 
redge called out: “It’s a farce,” and “ This 
is what you call an auction.”’ 

Auctioneer Fitgpatrick paid these ‘protests 
no attention, but kept on selling the remain- 
ing estates. The amount of unpaid taxes 
for the year 1903 due the city on the property, 
which is in the name of pire: Jeannie A. 
Lawson, is $4,919.52. 

In addition to owing the city for the taxes 
for the year 1908, taxes still are unpaid for 
the year 1904, and the amount fixed by valua- 
tion is $5,076.68, It was the impression 
around the city hall that MacMulkin repre- 
sented Lawson and that before the twenty 
day limit has expired for the payment the city 
would réceive the money dué. 

Originally there were four pieces of prop- 
erty scheduled to be sold, but on last Friday 
the Five Cents Savings bank, which holds a 
mortgage on the property of Jeannie A. Law- 
son at 536 Beacon strtet, paid the taxes on 
that estate, amounting to $696.75.

HE PUTS 700 IN PRISON. 


Turkey Takes Drastic Steps to 
Stop Crithe by Subjects Who 
Claim to Be Exempt. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 11.—Under or- 
ders of the sultan 500 Armenians, who claim 
to be naturalized citizens of the United States, 
have been thrown into’ prison at Harpoot. 
Two hundred more are in jail at Malatia. 


to the United States. 

The Armenians in prison emigrated to the 
United States, took out naturalization pa- 
pers, and returned to their native land under 
the belief that their newly acquired citizsen- 
ship would enable them to violate Turkish 
laws with immunity. 


Armenians as Lawbreakers. 

Acting under this belief, they have defied 
Turkish-authority, claiming the protection of 
United States consuls. In many cases men 
caught in the act of pillage and incendiarism 
have sought to escape punishment by pro- 
ducing their naturalization papers and claim- 
ing the right to be tried by United States con- 
sular courts. 

The Turkish government refuses to recog- 
nize the right of the United States consuls 
to assure jurisdiction. 

The sultan has taken drastic steps to stop 
the practice, and therefore has ordered the 
deportation to the United States of all 
Armenians who claim to be citizens of that 


country. 
Sultan Refuses to Yield. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—Minister 
Leishman’s reports to the state department 
indicate that the Turkish government is dis- 
posed to maintain strongly its position that 
the naturalized Armenian who has been 
sentenced to death for murder at Stamboul 
shall be treated as a Turkish subject and 
cannot be allowed the privileges of an 
American citigen. The minister is continu- 
ing his efforts in behalf of Vartanian. 

The Turkish government so far has not 
formally proposed the settlement of this 
issue by arbitration, and it appears that 
Mr. Leishman’ would be obliged to decline 
any such proposal. 

The American law as to citizenship is dif- 
ferent from that of any of the European 
countries, which almost tuniformly requtre 
that their assent shall be secured to the 
naturalization abroad of their subjects, so 
that it would probably be impossible to se- 
cure an arbitral court that would not 8e 
obliged to hold that international law was 
adverse to the American position. 


EARTHQUAKE GREETS THE KING. 


Sharp.Shock at Monteleone as Victor 
Emmanuel Arrives at Scene of 
Recent Seismic Disaster. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME, Sept. 11.—_King Victor Emmanuel! 
reached: Monteleone this morning. and his 
arrival coincided with a brief but sharp 
shock of earthquake. No harm was done 
and the purpose of the king's visit was not 
interfered ‘with.

Prince Tsitsianoff Murdered. 

TIFLIS, Sept. 11.—Prince Teitsianoff, a 
landed proprietor, was assassinated today at 
Gori, fifty miles from Tiflis. 

The following incident, showing the desper- 
ate spirit displayed by the Tartars, is re- 
ported from Baku: 

A band of Tartars barricaded themselves 
in the house of a rich Mussulman and fired 
from the windows on a patrol officer, who 
called on them te surrender. 

The Tartars replied with another volley and 
continued firing while artillery was brought 
up. The artillery laid the house in ruins, the 
Tartars perishing to a man.

‘proper cultivation will become highly pro- 
‘ductive. It will be years before many of the 
peasantry will be able to buy improved ma- 
chinery. There are many large land owners, 
however, who can buy and are buying it 
aow, and the demand for it is sure steadily to 
increase unless the government becomes 
even more corrupt and tyrannical than it 
has been in the past, orthere are serious and 
widespread political or industrial disturb-

-The examination lately 
held by the county civil service commission 
for chief: probation officer of the Juvenile 
court certainly refutes any notion that g 
an examination need necessarily prove ¥jll- 
adapted for filling an office involving spe- 
cialized duties. 

The last legislature provided for the ap- 
pointment, under the county civil service 
commission, of a chief probation officer of 
the Juvenile court. ‘That court patfole 
nearly 1,400 children to its twenty-four 
probation officers last year, and the total 
number of children under the care of such 
officers was about 3,000. The chief pro- 
bation officer is destined to have much to do, 
under. the court, in working out the still un- 
determined lines of policy to be followed in 
the supervision of this great number of 
“difficult” children. His task, therefore, 
is obviously onegrequiring peculiar capaci- 
ties. -Realizing the importance of.conduct- 
ing an examination which should be thor- 
ough. and discriminating, the county civil 
service commission appointed Judge Carter, 
Mr. W.-D. Moulton, Justice T. D. Hurley, 
and Miss Jane Addams to prepare the ques- 
tions and mark the papers, The commit- 
tee generously undertook the task. Fifteen 
.candidates entered the examination,.and 
Henry W. Thurston received the highest 
mark.

soft oriental mattresses stretched upon the 
floor. And just behind the cushion upon 
which his head rests there always is a table 
upon which are five portraits. The center 
one.is of himself. It is flanked on either side 
by those of King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra, while beyond them on either side are 
the pictures of the emperor and empress of 
Russia. These portraits accompany him 
everywhere, and may be said to wateh over 
his slumbers in his own dominions, as well 
as abroad. -In the sleeping apartments of 
his palace at Teheran there are, ofcourse, 
no bedsteads. But all around the room are 
planolas, immense music boxes, and even 
hand organs such as infest the streets of 
most of the big cities of America. 

The shah is by no means the only oriental 
_potentate who disdains the use of bedsteads, 
and although many of them possess pieces 
of furniture of this kind, some of them gor- 
geous, of solid silver, of ivory and gold, and 
of mother of pearl, yet they are almost in- 
variably used for purposes of ornament rath- 
er than-of slumber and repose.
